REMARKS 

The applicants appreciate the Examiner's thorough examination of the application and 
requests reexamination and reconsideration of the application in view of the following 
remarks. 

The Examiner rejects claims 1-6, 15-17, 21-28 and 30-32 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as 
being anticipated by Sauerland (U.S. Patent No. 3,840,804). 

The applicants' claimed sensor readout circuit as recited in independent claims 1,17, 

and 21 includes: 1) a phase detector circuit responsive to an output signal from a sensor and
